Water and Sewer By-laws 


BY-LAW No. 594 
OF THE TOWN OF DIDSBURY 


WATERWORKS BY-LAW 


A by-law to authorize the Munici- 
pal Council of the Town of Didsbury 
io incur an indebtedness on behalf 
of the said Town for the purpose of 
providing a water supply and dis- 
tribution system for the said Town. 

WHEREAS it is deemed expedient 
io construct a Water Supply and 
Distribution System for the said 
Town: 

AND WHEREAS plans, specifica- 
ons and estimates for such work 
have been made by Haddin & 
Miles, Limited, Professional Engin- 
eers, Whereby the total cost of the 
said Water and Water Distribution 
System is estimated to be $74,613.27; 

AND WHEREAS in order to con- 
struct and complete the said Sys- 
tem it Will be necessary to borrow 
the sum of $74,500.00 on the credit 
of the Town by issuing of deben- 
tures of the said Town as herein 
provided: 

AND WHEREAS the said indebt- 
edness is to be repaid over a pertod 
of ‘Twenty-five (25) years in Twen.- 
ty-five (25) instalments of principal 
on the first day of November In 
each of the years 1950 to 1974, in- 
clusive, as set out in Schedule “A” 
hereto attached, together with int- 
erest at Four and One Half (4!e40) 
per centum payable annually on 
the first day of November in each 
year and callable at the instance of 
the Town on the first day of Nov- 
ember in any year following the 
repayment cf the tenth annual in- 
stalment as hereinafter provided: 

AND WHEREAS the whole rate- 
able property of the said Town, ac- 
cording to the last revised Assess- 
iment Roll, is $909,527.00; 

AND WHEREAS the amount of 
the existing debenture debt of the 
Town is Nil; 

AND WHEREAS 


the proposed 


“Water Supply and Distribution Sys- 


tem would serve about 13,854 lineal 
feet of frontage; 

AND WHEREAS it is estimated 
that an annual revenue of $6,824.00 
will be collected for water service 
charges, and that an annual 
amount of $1,939.00 will be collected 
by way of special frontage assess- 
ment to meet the annual debenture 
payments and the estimated cost 
of operation and maintenance of 
£8,332.00 annually, and that any 
sum required to make up any deficit 
shall be provided by a rate on all 
the rateable property of the Town; 

AND WHEREAS the estimated 
life of the said utility is twenty- 
jive (25) years; 

AND WHEREAS the construction 
of the proposed water supply and 
distribution system has been pro- 
visionaily approved by the Provin- 
cial Board of Health under Certi- 
ficate No. 615 and 616; 

AND WHEREAS the said water 
supply and distribution system is 
to be constructed on or under the 
streets and lanes of the Town of 
Didsbury and the water disposal 
system as arranged in and outside 
of the limits of the said Town; 

AN WHEREAS it is expedient 
that the sum of $28,500.00 of the 
said estimated total cost of $74,- 
613.27 be paid by way of special 
frontage assessment for local im- 
provements on all property fronting 
or abutting on or benefitting by the 
said work as provided by Part VIII 
of the Town and Village Act as 
amended, all of which said sum of 
$28,500.00 shall be the owners’ por- 
tion of the cost; 

AND WHEREAS the total value of 
the land charged with the said spe- 
cial frontage assessment, according 
to the last revised Assessment Roll, 
is $71,936.00; 

AND WHEREAS a petition signed 
by 74‘. of the owners of the pro- 
perty abutting upon and to be serv- 
ed by the said local improvement 
and representing in value 78‘e« of 
the values of the said lands has 
been received by the Council pur- 
suant to Section 282 (a) of the said 


Act: 

NOW THEREFORE the Municipal 
Council of the Town of Didsbury in 
Council* assembled enacts as fol- 
lows: 

(QQ) THAT the Municipal Council 
of the Town of Didsbury is hereby 
empowered and authorized to enter 
into such contracts and engage- 
ments for the construction andor 
carrying out the proposed Water 
Supply and Distribution System as 
nay be necessary,

as set forth In Schedule “A” hereto 
attached which is hereby declared 
to be and form a part of this By- 
law, The debentures maturing in 
each of such years shall bear inter: 
est at the rate on Four and One 
Half (44447) per centum per annum

Seven hundred and fifty thou- 
sand Canadians were removed 
from income tax rolls in the bud 
get brought down in the House of 
Commons Tuesday night by Hon. 


Douglas Abbott, Minister of Fin- 
ance, 
The budget, the most welcome 


in Canadian history, reduced the 
Canadian tax bill by nearly $370,- 
000,000. In more understandable 
ierms, the Minister of Finance cut 
the taxes of every man, woman 
and child in Canada’ by almost 
$30, 

The most reductions 
were in personal income taxes 
Which were cut by nearly  one- 
third. This has been achieved, Mr, 
Abbott explained, by increasing ex- 
emptions for single persons from 
Sio0 to $1,000 and married people 
from $1,500 to $2,000. In addition 
the rates of taxation have been 
reduced so that not only will there 
be fewer taxpayers but those who 
Will pay taxes will be paying 
both reductions aré effective 
jas of January 1, 1949,

The fire already 
had a good. start, fanned by a 
strong northeast wind, The rear of 
the store, where the fire had appar 
ently broken out, Was a 
roaring flames, The chemical en 
gine Was soon in action, but had 
about as much effect as a_ kid's 
squirt-gun. The main building was | 
now burning fiercely, and in a few! 
minutes spread to the buildings on 
either side. A bucket line was form. | 
ed, leading from the nearest well; 
Mi. Peterson's but the heat was} 
so terrific that we couldn't get close | 
enough to the fire to do any good 
So this as well as the chemical en 
gine had to be abandoned as use 
less.

Berscht's Clothing Store, Bill Lies- 
emer's Hardware, Chamber's Drug 


Store, a Chinese Restaurant, and 
Stark's Fuel and Feed Store. 
The town officials, seeing we 


could do nothing to put out the 
fire, or stop it spreading, called the 
Calgary Fire Dept. and asked the 
C.P.R. for a special train to bring 
the department to Didsbury.  At- 
tracted by the blaze, people from 
the country nearby joined the men 
of the town, Who had already been 
formed into salvage gangs, and

the Union Bank. Nothing could be 
done with Smith’s Hardware, — to 
which the fire had quickly spr: 
It was a source of danger, too, as 
the fire soon reached the stock of 
ammunition and gunpowder, drums 
of coal oil and gasoline. Explosions 
were frequent, and everybody or- 
dered back a safe distance. 

As the fire raged south in” the 
north, we had hopes that when it 
reached Studer’s store and the cross 
street, it would end there, or tha 
the Calgary Brigade would arrive 
in time to prevent its spreading 
any further, Studer’s building was 
two stories high and extended back 
the full length of the block, only 
the narrow lane separated from 
the Golden West Hotel. 

The fire had increased and the 
fire reached Studer's which was 
soon a raging inferno. Sparks and 
even chunks of burning wood were 
carried by the wind 50 and 100 
yards into the south block, roofs 
here and there could be seen smo- 
idering. At the same time the blaze 
swept west to the lane and crossed 
it, setting the Golden West Hotel 
ablaze and endangering other 
buildings on the cross street. 

At this juncture the special train 

arrived from Calgary, consisting of 
a stock car with the horses, two or 
| three flat cars on which were load- 
ed the engine and other equip- 
ment, a4 passanger car for the men 
and a caboose. 

Planks were secured from a lum- 
ber yard and laid between the rails 
to form a crossing over the tracks, 
saving at least a quarter of a mile 
drive around, by this time the other 
hotel was burning and the livery 
stable behind it was smoldering. 
But hopes were high as the Calgary 
Fire Brigade went efficiently into 


action, stringing their hose to 
reach the open well on the out- 
skirts of the town. 

These hopes were soon dashed 


when it was realized that the hose 
was not long enough. 

Now the fire had a good hold in 
the south block. Buildings on both 
sides of the short cross street were 
burning fiercely and the whole bus- 
iness district was doomed, If the 
wind would suddenly change, the 
residential district to the  north- 
west would be in danger, too. 
CHIEF TOOK CHARGE 

The Calgary Fire Chief took 
charge. He used his experienced | 
men to the best advantage by plac: | 
ing them in charge of salvage | 
gangs, and groups set to watch for 
fire breaking out across the lanes to 
the west, and locating adjacent 
wells and supplies of pails for 
hucket brigades if necessary. The 
railway right of way east of Main 
St. was littered with goods salvag. | 
ed from stores in both blocks and |

By 9 a.m. that morning the fire 
had wiped out the south block also, 
but the residential part was_ still 
untouched and safe, There was a 
great heat from the still burning 
ruins, and the wind was dropping, 
but a close watch would be requir- 
ed until the fire finally burned it- 
self out. There being nothing more 
they could do to help us, the Cal- 
gary Fire Brigade reloaded its eq- 
uipment and returned to Calgary. 

As soon as I saw that the chemi- 
cal engine and bucket line were 
usless in the furniture-store fire, I 
rushed back to my place to find my 
wife and help supervise the rem- 
oval of as much as posible of our 
personal belongings, stock and fix- 
tures from the store. The wind was 
in our favour, but the heat of the 
fire was so great that in a_ very 
short time our store, too, was ab- 
laze. In consequence, though a lot 
of stuff was saved, my loss was 
heavy, It was quite an experience | 
for the wife and I to sit on our 
trunks behind the Union Bank, and 
watch the fire destroy what had, 
once been a prospering business, 
Something that we will never for- | 
get, 

The financial loss of the business 
men must have been, at the very 
least, a million dollars, 

Practically all carried fire insur- 
ance, but few, if any had sufficient 
coverage. The rate charged per 
$1,000 was $57 (no doubt on ac- 
count of our poor fire protection) 
and was practically prohibited for 
proper insurance coverage, There. 
‘ore the actual loss was extremely 
high. In my own particular case, I 
had rented, not owned, my store 
building, this belonged to Chamber, 
the druggist. Chambers’ other buil 
ding in the south block, where his 
store was situated was also destroy- 
ed. He informed me that he intend. 
ed to rebuild for himself on the site 
where my store had been, it being 
the best location, By the time my 
insurance claim had been adjusted 
and paid and I in turn had paid 
off my debts, I had re-established 
my credit, but had little cash left to 
think about starting up again, So I 
sold off what little stuff I had 
saved and eventually left Didsbury. 

Chambers, Alf Studer, J.V. Berscht, 
Rill Liesemer and others, who had 
been long established in Didsbury 
and much better off financially, 
started up business again and 
prospered along with the town.
